Information dated December 1950 indicates that Josef FLACHSLANDER, bom 3 
February 1900 in Itmich, Oemazy, was arrested by government troops on 10 May 1 919 
in order to ascertain whether he was a menber of the Red Any* SUBJECT was 
released because of lack of evidence* SUBJECT is the brothor of Alois F^ch gander, 
date and place of birth unknown, a pr^l933 Kommunistis^e Partoi beutschlanda 
(Comunist Party of Germany) (KPD) personality* (B-2) SUBJECT was reported in 
^ril 1955. to be acquainted with Edmund FeursteJn, allegedly a former Soviet Amy 
Officer. (0NE7ALUATED) 

No ibrther information is available at this headquarters." p 

3. CASTONE-U, during the several meetings to date with Flachslander, has 
attempted to elicit as much information as possible about his background aid present 
political affiliations or sympathies. CASTONE-lj has reported that Flacbsliindar 
was apparently not a member of the NSDAP or even sympathetic to the movement* 
CASTONB-h has the general impression that • Flachslander is presently politically 
indifferent, however, he appears to be definitely anti-^conmunist in his sentiments. 
There were no indications that Flachslander is now connected with aiy political 
party. 

L. Attenqits will be made to identify the Edmund FEDRSTEIN listed in the CIC 
trace. CASTONE-I4 has been instructed to continue to dlscretedy ^iclt as much 
information as possible concerning Flachslander* s background in general and to 
attempt as far as possible to identify Flachslander *s friends and associates.

Accorda.ng to CASTONE-li Alois left 
Gemany, In December 1933 after running into difficulties with the Gestapo > 
was under suspicion since he had associated with Individuals idio were considered 
politically iwellable. Alois first fled to Switzerland and from there to England 
where he has been^ver^ince. Alois is now a British subject working as an ait critic

Munich he has very little contact vlth his brother Josef F » CASTCSB-U to date 
has been favorably linpresaed by Josef F« He hae indicated that Flachslander la 
a cultured, intelligent individual ^o appears to be leading a happy married life* 
All indications are that he is pro-Ameilcan and will cooperate with CASTONB^^U, 
whom he believes to be connected with the U* S. Forces in Munich in a police 
investigative capacity. 

6* CA5T0NE4t's relationship with Flachslander will be liiolted to the few 
contacts necessary to procure t he deal red data bn the foreign student body of the 
University of Munich* Flachslander has also agreed to turn over the complete
